NEw YORK,, Dec. 20.—Complete 

new passenger car registration 
figures from eighteen states for 
November indicate that, for the 
first time in 1929, the sales will 
run under the corresponding 
month of last year. 

The decline, however. is not 
severe, amounting to only 14 per 
cent. for these states. The new cars 
registred in the states already 
heard from amounted to 38,888, as 
compared with 45,505 for the same 
states in the corresponding month 
of 1928. This was a loss of 6,067. 

The states from which returns 
have thus far been received are well 
scattered throughout the country 


and are likely to indicate the na- | 


tional sales trend accurately. The 


states are Arkansas, Delaware, Flori- | 
da, Illinois, Kansas, Maryland, North | 


Dakota, New Hampshire, New Mexi-

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Outlook Bright 


OME time ago The Automotive Daily News asked its 
S correspondents in the various state capitals to prepare 
a resume of the outlook for legislation affecting automotive 
interests in their respective states during 1930. 

One of these gentlemen, with fine irony, wrote “the out- 
look for legislation in this state next year is very bright. 
There is no session of the Legisiature.” 

As our correspondent implied, any meeting of any state 
Legislature is pretty sure to be dangerous to the automotive 
community—manufacturers, dealers and users alike. In 
spite of the fact that motor vehicles are now used by three- 
quarters of all American families, the feeling persists in 
legislative minds that any one who owns a car must de 
facto be rich and consequently a fit subject for mulcting. 

State Legislatures year after year add to the burdens 
of the users of motor transportation. Fuel taxes increase 
in amount, license fees rise and even the man who must 
struggle to earn the money to pay for the operation of his 
ear, which he must have for efficiency’s sake, is loaded down 
more and more with financial burdens. The fact that the 
vast majority of car owners are the very wage earners for 
whom legislators profess such unbounded affection does 
not prevent constantly increasing imposts on them. 

But if the state Legislatures consider the ordinary car 
owner fair game, they look upon the men who are in the 
business of supplying commercial transportation as heaven- 
sent “suckers.” The slang may be coarse, but it is ctly 
expressive in this case. Motor bus lines, motor truck opera- 
ters are taxed the limit of their ability to pay. 

There are certain states which have bus and truck taxes 
so onerous that development of commercial motor transpor- 
tation is being seriously hindered. This throttling will event- 
ually cost the states where it is going on more in the way 
of progress and development than they ever will get in 
revenue. 

One of the most annoying things in connection with the

is the fact that the automotive community. so to call it, the 
manufacturers, dealers and owners, have the latent powe1 
to end it all. They have financfal backing, leadership in 


their communities and the voting power to call a halt. Un- 
happily this latent power never has been applied. If the car 
owners cf this country were organized and would say to the 
state legislators, ‘““Not 1 cent more of taxation: not one more 
crippling law,” those gentlemen would harken instantly. 
The job seems to be one of organization to bring to 
bear a power that undoubtedly exists to end ignorant 
Jedistative tinkering with the most important and progres- 
sive development in America today.

At the Same Time Conserving Selling Time 


Philadelphia Concern 
Has Fewer General 
Sessions 


‘HERE is an oid saying that you 
cannot eat your cake and have 
it too. But D. D. Weiss, president 
of the Philadelphia Motor Acces- 
sories Company, has found a way 
to hold sales conferences with his 
men and still keep them out in 
the field where they will do the 
house the most good. 

Boiled down to its simplest as- 
pect, this merely means conterring 
with a couple of the men at a time 
instead of putting a stop to all 
selling activity during a period of 
general conference. But there is 
more than just this idea back of 
the plan 

In common with all other whole- 
sale executives, this jobber does hold 
general conferences ‘at which all his 
salesmen are present—but he holds 
them less often. 

In this organization, general sales 
conferences are called only twice a 
month, every other Friday, and 


they are generally quite formal in 
' 


nature 

In addition, a brief get-together 
is held every Saturday morning, as 
1 matter of course, and in conse- 
juence of the presence of the entire 
force in the office. At the Satur- 
day morning meeting, plans for the 
following week are discussed and the 
method of operation is thrashed out. 

All the salesmen are not required 
to attend the Saturday meetings. 
Some of them live in districts which 
are fairly far removed from the 
main office, and these men are re- 


quired to attend only the bi-month- | 


ly meetings every second Friday, 
and the special conferences which 
are the basis of this article. 

These special conferences are 
really the important ones and they 
are held every dav of the week. 

Two of the field men come in 
every day, and so, in the course of 
a week or ten days, every man on 
the staff has been on the carpet, 
both figuratively and literally. 

The matters which are taken 
up with each pair of men are of 
wide and varied nature. And, in- 
asmuch as there are only two, 
instead of a roomful, a much 
greater degree of frankness re- 
sults, 

These meetings obviate the need 
for lengthy letters between heaa- 
quarters and the field. Items about 
which these letters might be written 
under any other arrangement are 
noted and put in a file, which is 
marked with the name of the in- 
terested salesman. When he finally 
omes in, the file is produced ana 
he various items are most care- 
fully gone into, with just the boss 


ind the salesman present. 

These conferences provide an op-

New Jersey Jobbers 
_ Say November Sales 


| Better Than Year Ago 


| 

| EWARK, N. J., Dec. 20.—With 
| the New Jersey automotive 
jobbers reporting increased busi- 
| ness in November, and with even 
| greater increase anticipated for 
December, one of the most suc- 
| cessful years, as regards volume, 

is nearing a close. 

Gains in November and in the 
first ten days of December were 
based greatly on the sale of sea- 
sonable goods, such as chains, bat- 
teries, heaters, piston rings, shut- 
ters, anti-freeze compounds, etc., 
with a fair volume of supplies busi- 
ness and substantial increases in 
shop equipment and tools 

Jobbers maintaining machine 
shops report that volume of busi- 
ness surpassed any previous No- 
vember and followed a record Oc- 
tober, due mostly to the state safety 


|}campaign. The gains appear to be 


general, with jobbers all over the 
state sharing in the increase. The 
Newark district, however, being in 
the center of the automotive dis- 
trict, has had a greater increase, 
especially in machine shop work. 

While collections were fair to poor 
throughout the year, jobbers are 
hoping for a continuation of cold 
weather to allow dealers to dispose 
of their stocks. The past two win- 
ters were so mild, jobbers say, that 
winter necessities remained on the 
shelves. 

Among the Newark jobbers who 
have reported increased shop work 
are American Motor Specialties 
Company and Motorcraft Corpora- 
tion, while the Elin Auto Supply 
Company has recently added a ma- 
chine shop for reboring cylinders, 
fitting pins, aligning connecting 
rods, in adding to grinding pistons, 
etc. This concern has also installed 
a front-wheel aligner for the benefit 
of the trade.
